Although the Assembly's 
decision, according to Provost 
of Colleges Robert Wall, Is not 
binding, it expressed the 
group's dissatisfaction with the 
Structure of the Institute.

The motion said the officers 
of the Institute and the Provost 
had “misled the public, the 
Student body and the university 
community regarding the phil- 
sophy of the institute.” 


Institute principal Mair 
Verthuy said the :College's 
structures contravened univer- 
sity policies in several areas. 


“It was never the Intention to 
have non-students or former 
staff as voting members of the 
Assembly,” he sald. 

Students upset over the 
changes and the fact that they 
were not told the structure was 
incorrect, passed a motion 
censuring Verthuy for failing to 
inform the Assembly of 
relevant university policy. 


Verthuy said the structures 
under which the. Institute 
functioned in its first year were 
“starry-eyed and difficult to 
work with.” Verthuy said having 
committees made up of volun- 





teers from the student body 
was Inefficient as there was too 
much turnover of personnel and 
little or no continuity.

Angers report

The Centrale de |’Enseigne- 
ment du Quebec, a provincial 
teacher's union Is dissatisfied 
with many of the recomenda- 
tions of the Angers report, sald 
CEQ President Robert Gaulin at 
a press conference Tuesday. 

In a 73 page document which 
he plans to bring to CEQ's 
central council Gaulin stressed 


the need for public debate of 


the Angers report, a Quebec 
government report on higher 
education delivered last March. 

He said it was necessary to 
break out of the “university 
government” discussion circle 
because the report will have 
important political, financial 
and educational repercussions 
for the entire public. 

CEQ fundamentally dis- 
agrees with the Angers report 
on the “social role of the 
university.” “We speak the 
Same language but different 
dialects," said Gaulin. 

“The university must work for 
the collective good of society, 
not for the good of individuals. 
The university must give identi- 


fiable services that-meet the 
needs and interests of the 
majority, not just the state and 
professional corporations.” 

CEQ agrees with the Angers 
report that a network of Quebec 
universities should be created. 
It does not, however, support 
the idea of a ministry of 
universities since according to 
Gaulin this would create a 
division of political responsi- 
bilities for education in 
Quebec. 

Both CEQ and the Angers 


report denounced budget cut- 


backs for universities but CEQ 
disagreed with the report's 
recommendations to raise 
student fees, as it is contrary to 
CEQ's beliefs on the demo- 
cratization of education. 

Other areas about which CEQ 
expressed dissatisfaction 
included the Angers report's 
omission of pertinent issues 
such as the status of women 
professors and the position of 
English universities in Quebec, 
“strong fortresses about which 
the report doesn't whisper a 
word.” 


“Direct action and non-violence” 
planned for anti-nuke demo

Greenpeace participants in 
Saturday's anti-nuclear demon- 
Stration In Ottawa will use 
“direct actlon and non-violent” 
tactics to protest overseas 
nuclear sales, sald organizers 
of Greenpeace McGill at a 
meeting Wednesday night.

Wednesday's Daily, stated 
that legislation prohibiting 
farmworkers from unlonizing 
was passed by an NDP 
government. In fact the legis- 
lation was passed by the 
Social Credit government. 


demonstrations, occupations 
and events such as “guerrilla 
theatre,” staged for much of 
the summer on University 
Street in front of Atomic Energy 
of Canada Limited. 

“Theatre's fun and eye- 
catching, and people get into 
It," explained one Greenpeace 
organizer. 

Another Greenpeace McGill 
organizer, Albert Donnay, 
noted that ‘non-violence 
training is a prerequisite to 
participating directly in action” 
at Ottawa. 

Participants who have not 
been instructed in Greenpeace 
tactics will form support 
groups outside the main 
demonstration area. 


The demonstration, 
organized by the Stop Overseas 
Sales Committee, aims to call 
attention to the dangers in- 
volved in Canada’s sales of 


reactors to foreign countries 
where they are used for 
weapons manufacturing. 

In a film screened at the 
meeting, Australlan physician 
and author of the book “Nu- 
clear Madness,” Helen Caldi- 
cott, described some of the 
hazards of arms proliferation. 

“Nuclear arms are in fallible 
human hands” she said. 
“Leonid Brezhnev is a sick 
man; he's being treated with 
steroids and steroids induce 
psychosis,” Caldicott noted 
that in the past ten years United 
States scientists have twice 
mistaken meteors and geese 
for Russian missiles and been 
on the verge of launching a 
nuclear attack.

as art

The Powerhouse Gallery, at 
3738 St. Dominique is 
currently exhibiting books by 
contemporary female artists. 
The gallery Is known best for 
its avant-garde exhibits which 
tend to focus mainly on 
women artists. This current 
exhibition explores books as 
an object of art rather than as 
a medium. 

Like many galleries, The 
Powerhouse Gallery is 
pretentious, welcoming the 
“artiste” and shunning the 
common un-beautiful people. 
Leaning toward macho- 
feminism; The Powerhouse 
Gallery Is reminiscent of the 
Sixties. 

The exhibits themselves 
range from very good to very 
bad. One could surmise that 
this broad spectrum 
represents a wide appeal, but 
not likely. All books were 
handmade by the artists, and 
obviously in some cases, 
lovingly and painstakingly 
crafted. at 

One of the best works on 
exhibit was an album of 
photographs with a Story by - 
Trish Johnson entitled “A 
Book About My Sister’. The 
photographs are excellent, and 
the work itself is just that, the 
life story about the artist's - 
sister, following a woman from 


her birth til she reaches the 
age of twenty-two. 

On the idiot level there were 
a couple of books by Sorel 
Cohen. Cohen's work consists 
of many papers strung 
together, and thirty-six Direct 
Film prints on a ring entitled, 
“Documentation of Con- 
frontation Of My Unmade Bed- 
36 Days”. The pictures are 
shot from the same angle at 
relatively the same time of 
day, photographing a bed, 
unmade of course, for thirty: 


* Six days. The sheets gradually 


get grimler, and the various 
props in the picture change. 

“Devotion” by Margot Ariss 
is a book made of plaster of 
Paris-with some very em- 
barassing poetry inscribed 
upon it.

Equus is a play that is both 
theatrically brilliant and 
thematically powerful. It is the 
story of a teenage boy's 
brutal blinding of six horses. It 
Is avery demanding play, 
expecially because of the 
intense acting It requires, andi 
is hard to imagine a more 
challenging piece for a student 
group to attempt. The current 
production at Concordia 
University is a well done, 
careful staging of the play, 
which if not always matching 
its range, very often matches 


- its emotional power. 


The piece is acted on an 
almost bare stage; onlya 
square platform containing 
some benches and surrounded 


by a railing serve as a setting. 


The story begins as Alan Strang 
has been placed Ina hospital 
for psychiatric care for blinding 
six horses. Martin Dysart is the 
psychiatrist who takes on his 
case, It is through Drysart’s 
investigation of the boy’s 
neurosis, that the events 
leading up to the incident and 
the Incident itself, are revealed. 
Equus becomes as much 
Dysart’s story as Alan's, as the 
psychiatrist’s dissatisfaction 


with his profession becomes 


apparent.

Fibre goes hand in hand 
with whole foods. We can't 
consider meals consisting 
largely of wholegrain cereals, 
vegetables, and fruits without 
giving dietary fibre its fair 
share of the limelight. 

Dietary fibre, also known as 


roughage, isn't digested by the 


body’s digestive enzymes and 
it isn’t absorbed. It moves 
through the stomach and 
intestine unchanged. It 
doesn't provide energy, behave 
like a vitamin, or promote the 
bulding of bones, teeth or 
muscles. 

Then what makes roughage 
so special; anyway? A lot. 
Roughage prevents and cures 
constipation. Quite literally, it 
flushes you out. Quickly. In: 
addition, meals based on 
wholefoods, which have a 
greater amount of roughage, 
are usually more filling than 
processed, and far less health- 
promoting, foods. 

Fibre is not so simple as 
one might believe. It is a 
complex mixture of many 
compounds, but basically . 
there are three groups. 

First, there’s cellulose. 


Rough 


(Note: cotton wool is made 
entirely of cellulose. Yummy.) 
Cellulose is only ever found in 
plants; animal foods, like 
meat, fish, eggs, or cheese do 
not contain it, 

The second group of 
components of fibre is lignin. 
(Note: this material is largely 
responsible for.the woodiness 
of trees and old vegetables. 
And if that doesn't turn your 
stomach, read on.) As most of 
us deliberately cut away and 
discard old and rotting sec- 
tions of. vegetables, we eat 
very little lignin. 

Finally, ‘non-cellulosic 
polysaccharides” make up 
dietary fibre. Forget the un- 
pronouncable name—just 
remember that one of the 
members of this group Is 
pectin, beloved of jam and 


_ jelly makers. 


Luckily, these compounds 
are not found only in bran but 
also, almost exclusively, in 


plant foods: fruits, vegetables, 


and cereals like wholewheat 
bread and flour (don't be 
misled by products that 
parade as being 100% ~ 
wholewheat and are usually 
full of additives and preser-
